The lands 
nt California that to-day are worth 
a» high as $1,000 an acre were not 
worth more than $5 a comparative¬ 
ly tew years ago It is the railroads 
and the speedy transportation that 
they give, together with increasing 
population, that have Increased their 
value The people ot California are 
coming to realize that this Is true, 
and that the partnership that exists 
between its people and its railroads 
is really a close one, and that coup 
■ ration is needed to obtain the best 
i esults 

When the double tracking now 
being done by the Southern Pacific 
railroad is completed re will have 
the longest stretch of dot Me track of 
any railroad In the world." continued 
Mr Fee. "and it will give to Califor¬ 
nia practically express service for ill 
their freight to the east Our lines 
Ip the state radiate In many direc¬ 
tions. and we are thus enabled to 
bring the furthermost parts of he 
I commonwealth Into close tc with 
i the great markets not ouly of Califor¬ 
nia but of the east and the world. 


'Therefore It 1 b up to all of us 
Californians, whether railroad men. 
merchants, manufacturers, horticul 
Jurists or farmers, to get together 
We must establish this community 
spirit that already Is securing a hold 
and we must establish it so firmly 
that nothing can disrupt it. 

Community Spirit Was Lacking.

We 
want every town and every cotttmu 
nity from Del Norte to San Diego to 
come with us If those who take ex 
hiblt space will send their exhibits 
to me I will see that they are carried 
free of all charges to Chicago We

newness. Wash off tiie frame after¬ 
ward with water in which a little 
borax has been added.
